2. The dasve of ultimita to German comandere to imiwe rapld surrender 
‘to the Allies haa, in som instances, been effective, and in others, has merely. 
Fesulted in stiffened reststance. This Division haa been called upon to under~ 
take Faychological Warfare operations sometines prior to delivery of the ultimatum 
and, invariably, after the ultinetua has been rejected, Experience in these oper- 
ations tonda to show thots if certain paycholopicel factors inherent in the personal 

well uo tho military sltuntion of the German comander are taken into account, 
prior to the issue of an ultimtun and if Psychological Warfare operations can be 
phased according te a deliberate plan, based partly on generel and partly o& tac= 
‘tical considerations, there is a greater likelihood of the ultiaatum being accepted 
at an carly stage. This paper discusses som of the principles involved, and pro- 
Poses « procedure to be slopted by Army Groups and Armies ih future similar oper- 
ations,

2, Peychelogicel Werfare operations against belesguared Gersan forces 
‘or garricons ere of to distinct types: 


a, Operations directed againet the German comaander in peraons

Prychological Marfare 
leaflets and epociel radio broadcasts directed againgt. the troops end designed to 
Anduco surrender or desertion invariatly come to the ettention ef and influence the 
Germen comanier ani his staff officers. Any concilictory action ty the Gerean cos 
mandor which appears to be the direct. reoult. of propaganda pressure places him in an 
Anposelble position with hie orn staff. If It 4m remnberwd that only the commenter 
himself can effect the swrender of the German force as a whole, 1t 4s alao obvious 
that @ leaflet which, for exauple, discloses to his troops confidential discussions 

of the comander with Allied representatives nay well infiriate the former into __ 
ordering continuing resistances althowh it my similtenooutly have an emcellent [jo 
effect in undermining the morale of the troops end acoslorating dasertions« 


4. An inportent by-preduct_ of the two above-mentioned lypes of actions 
oapectally in the case of @ completely surrowuled garrison, is the effect produced “| 
by the surrender, or the continwtion of the battle, on other German commanders 

and on the Germon public. Likewleo, if German propaganda builds up the comender 

aa an ‘epic" figure, as at Brest, this must be borne in mind in propaganda, The 
Miderpread Allied publicity given to the Aachen ultinatum probably had an adverse 
effect on the strictly tacticel position. On the othor hand, the strategic advan= 
tegen of creating "a lnaon of Aachen" probally outrotghod the tactical disadwan= 
tagony althoush 1 vould sppear wiger not, to atlompt lo crente strategio propagands 
effects from @ local situcliony but to concontrate exclusively om the tactical task.
